The Pacific Railroad. 
OPENING OF THE BOOKS OF SUBSCRIPTION, 

It will be perceived by an advertisement in 
another column, that the books of subscription to 
the great Union Pacific Railroad have been opened 
for the present in this city at the office of the 
Secretary, No, 54 William St., and also at thirty- 
four other places in the United States. The 
books are to be kept open at least two weeks. 

We think that a longer notice of the opening 
should have been given, and that the books should 
have been left at our principal City Banks, for 
reasons which are too obvious to require much 
explanation. These institutions could do much to 
obtain subscriptions, and there is plenty cf time 
now to secure their co-operation. We have in this 
JouRNAL during years past called the attention of 
our readers fully to the subject, and a mere re- 
capitulation of our views is all that is now re- 
quired on the present occasion. 

1. It is established that this railway can be con- 
structed, there being no physical difficulties which 
are not readily to be overcome. For the greatest 
part of the distance there are literally speaking 
no obstacles at all. 

2. Its length will be considerably less than 
originally supposed, as various new routes are 
suggested before unknown, by which the Sierra 
Nevada may be passed. 

8. The expense of construction will be much 
less than was first supposed. At the Chicago con- 
vention there were contractors ready to take the 
whole job, for the amount of the Government 
loan to be made the company, and the lands 
ceded. 

4, It is not a work beyond our means; nor expe- 
rience, and that this is self-evident appears plainly 
enough from the following extract from the speech 
of Mr. Bloodgood at the Chicago Convention, 
which has been extensively republished. Speak- 
ing of the American Railway system, he said: 
‘The American Railway system was a Titanic 
labor, but it was successful, In the ten years 
ending in 1860 its progress was unexampled. In 
1850, the number of miles of railway in operation 
was 8,588 79-100 miles, at a cost of $296,260,128, 
about the amount of the whole specie in the 
country. In 1860, the number of miles was 30,- 
592 72-100, the cost $1,134,482,909, an increase 
in mileage of 22,000 8-100 miles, and of con- 


struction $838,192,781. And four-fifths of this 
increase of these lines and this expenditure were 
in the loyal States of this Union, that having been 
their proportion in pretty much everything but 
political power, in whatever has been accom- 
plished for the prosperity and glory of this Re- 
public. In this honorable career of railway enter- 
prise, the State of Ohio has led the van, having 
about 3,400 miles of rails laid within her limits. 
Illinois comes next with 2,854, New York next 
with 2,600, Pennsylvania with 2,300, Michigan 
with 1,673, Indiana with 1,284, Wisconsin with 
803, Tennessee 837, and Missouri with 657. 

In comparison, then, with the actual amount of 
money expended on railways during the ten years 
mentioned, and the increase of mileage 22,000, 
the work of constructing a railway to the Pacific 
appears to be but a very simple and easy under- 
taking. If 22,000 miles of these new railways 
could be made in so short a time, and $900,000,- 
000 readily found for their construction, can we 
net build one not the tenth part of the distance 
within ten years, and especially when the greatest 
part of the money is advanced by the Govern- 
ment? In this view of the subject our greatest 
difficulties absolutely disappear.” 

5. The immediate necessity is to obtain money 
enough to build the first forty miles of the road ; 
when this is done, the Government assistance goes 
on part passu till the whole work is completed. 

6. Ten per cent is all that will be necessary for 
some time, and it is pretty certain with good man- 
agement not more than fifty per cent will be 
wanted within the next six or eight years. 

7. While as an investment merely, it might present 
very strong claims, it has been deemed advisable 
by the corporators and the friends of the road to 
place the whole subject before the people, as one 
principally addressed to their patriotism, and to 
appeal to that sentiment rather than the feeling of 
interest, for the following weighty reasons, 

It will develope a vast and fertile region of 
country to populate it, ddd to the political and 
commercial power of the Union, and create a new 
brotherhood of powerful loyal States, 

It will facilitate the working and products of 
the great mining territories of Colorado and Ari- 
zona in addition to the States of Oregon and Cali- 
fornia, and it is safe to say from the recent surveys 
of the two former, there is more gold there within 
the immediate reach of American industry, than 
there is now in circulation in the whole world, 
This railroad will bring it forth. —. 
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It will give us the trade of Japan and China on 
terms which will secure us the ascendancy over 
any of the countries of Europe now engaged in it. 
Tt will absolutely destroy the old routes by the 
Capes, or even the modern one of travel by the 
Isthmus of Suez. The whole business of ex- 
change, and gold and silver shipments to the East 
will pass through American hands. This fact has 
been most ably demonstrated in the speeches of 
Senator McDongall and, Mr. Phelps, M, C., for 
California, on the passage of the bill. 


But another and most interesting fact has come 
out within a few months past, which throws 
many other considerations entirely into the shade, 
It is now beyond all question that the Russian 
Government has become interested in the con- 
struction of this railroad. It bas extended a tele- 
graph line to the Pacific Coast, or at least will 
have done so before the conclusion of the present 
year. It has commenced active operations on the 
great river Amoor, having extended its southern 
boundary by treaty with China to that river, while 
it actually controls all its principal sources which 
make within its own boundary. This great river 
will bring to its mouth the products of the indus- 
try of a country of which it is the Russian Missis- 
sippi, amounting to 9,200 square miles. The 
Russian trade hitherto has been with Europe by 
the Baltic, and with the North of China overland, 
but now with its territory on the Pacific, two 
islands in the Straits of Corea, and for the first 
time a civilized, commercial and Christian people 
face to face on that ocean, it is plainly to be seen 
that an immense trade with Asiatic Russia will 
spring up, that the millions of people there will 
want their agricultural implements, their clothing, 
their machinery, their luxuries, and indeed every- 
thing else they need from the nearest, cheapest 
and most commercial port, and that is San Fran- 
cisco! It is impossible to calculate the conse- 
quences of this new opening, and our Government 
could afford to make this railway on its own 
account, if for nothing else than this commerce 
with Russia, and this closer connexion of the in- 
terests of two nations, hitherto one of sympathy, 
now to be one of interest. Here is a field of 
diplomatic correspondence worthy of the atten- 
tion of our Secretary of State. Thus we see the 
stupendous results of this railway. The control 
of the trade of China, Japan, and Asiatic Russia. 
And another consequence, that the European traffic 
will be diverted from its old routes to the new 
one, and finally an increase of our population and 
material wealth, which will make the burden of 
our war debt a very light one after ten years, 
if we but push this work through. 

We exhort the readers of the Journat, there- 
fore, every one indeed who can possibly spare the 
money, to subscribe for at least one share, which 
will be but one hundred dollars after the present 
law shall-be amended for the purpose of bringing 
the subscriptions within the reach of every patri- 
otic citizen. 

In addition to this we may confidently state, 
that even if the Government be compelled to meet 
the interest of its loan for a few years, in advance 
of receipts from the road, or the sale of lands 
ceded tothe company, it will be fully indemnified. 
For it has been paying nearly eight millions per 
annum for transportation round Cape Horn, and 
overland and across the isthmus to California and 





Oregon, and by using the road it will save all of 
three millions per annum. So on the other hand 
the amount of the reduced cost of transportation 
which it will have to pay to the road is estimated 
at about five millions, and this will not only meet 
the interest on the loan, but leave a surplus to the 
company to be available as dividend and part of 
the earnings. , 

The people of the great West understand this 
whole matter perfectly, and we doubt not will 
make very liberal subscriptions. Here on the 
Atlantic Coast where we.are in the midst of a 
never-ceasing commercial activity, we have not 
given all the thought to the subject we should, 
butif the people of New York wish to make this 
city the mart of the world, if they wish a new 
trade greater than they have ever before enjoyed, 
if they desire to see their country stronger, more 
prosperous and more stable than ever, let them 
take hold of this railway and see that it is made. 
The British East India Government have con- 
structed more than one thousand miles of railways 
in its Eastern possessions during the last year ; 
what they have done, we certainly can do, 





Opening of the Smyrna and Aidin Railroad. 

This well constructed railway, principally the 
work of English capitalists, was opened up for 
traffic as far as Ephesus on the 15th of September 
last, with great ceremony after the fashion of the 
Orientals. We have before us the Levant Herald 
of the 24th September, published at Constanti- 
nople, in which there is a full account of the pro- 
ceedings. Among the notabilities present was 
Mehemed Redschid Pacha, Governor General of 
Smyrna; and a singular circumstance is, that for 
the first time in the East, Christians, Jews, Turks 
and Armenians sat, ate and drank together at the 
banquet given in honor of the occasion, and fra- 
ternized in the most harmonious manner, From 
the Herald we learn that the road is well built, 
that the business is rapidly increasing, and even 
the opposition of the old camel drivers is giving 
way in view of the practical benefits now realised, 
Since it partially commenced business in 1860, 
the road has had 349,700 passengers, and its 
future income is calculated at one million of dol- 
lars per year. One of the most curious parts of 
the ceremony was the consecration by a holy 
Dervish with the name and title of Sheik Shaker 
who delivered the following prayer in Arabic. It 
is the custom of some Christian denominatiozs, 
particularly in the old world to consecrate bells 
and locomotives, but in general devoutness and the 
appreciation of internal improvements, we think 
they could not surpass these despised Turks, For 
example :— 

‘*God preserve us from Satan the damned! In 
the name of the most clement and merciful God, 
Amen. 

Oh Thou who didst bestow intelligence upon 
man, and who didst make him the superior of all 
other created beings. Thou who didst create the 
professions and didst distribute them to every man 
according to his capacity, bless the best of thy 
creatures—Mahomed—as well as all those that 
believe in him, Amen. Oh Thou ruler of the Uni- 
verse preserve our Padishah—that upholder of 
the holy law—on the throne of his glorious ances- 
tors in strength and happiness, Amen. Lead him 
always in the ways of justice and of peace, grant 
Thy divine protection to his allies, and friends, 
and scatter his enemies as dust, with the strength 
of Thy sword, Amen. Strengthen more and more 
the foundations of the government of His Impe- 


rial Majesty Abd-ul-Aziz in progress and well 
being, Amen. 

Grant Thy aid and protection to all the Sul- 
tan’s counsellors who form the pillars of the 
empire, and maintain their good intentions, Amen. 
Preserve him who rules this province, the mudir 
Mehemed Reshid .Pasha, uphold him in all his 
works and grant him joy and prosperity forever, 
Amen, ‘ 

Most high God, Father of all creatures, grant that 
such works of prosperity and progress be mult.- 
plied a thousand fold in all Mussulman countries, 
with the concurrence of the great and magnani- 
mous Queen of the Christians, Her Majesty the 
Queen of England, Amen, Heap upon her thy 
celestial benedictions, cover her with thy wings, 
and render her happy in both worlds;“in the 
world present, and the world to come, Amen, 
Grant that her friendship and help to the Ottoman 
government and the Mahommedan nation continue 
without interruption through all ages; Amen, 
May her heart be forever filled with these noble 
sentiments; Amen. May the solid and amicable 
alliance which exists between the two governments 
last forever, Amen. Allah! prosper the vast ex- 
panse of the empire by the increase of roads and 
other communications, and by the progress of 
agriculture and commerce, Amen. 

Grant God, Lord of Lords, Almighty Maker 
preserve in good health and long life, the Direc. 
tors, Contractors and all those who are employed 
tn this great and useful enterprise, and reward 
them with Thy inexhaustible benefits, Amen. 

O God our benefactor, Author of our existence, 
Ruler of heaven and earth, hasten the completion 
of this important road constructed with iron, and 
multiply the number of similar undertakings, 
Amen.

In Passenger receipts there has been a falling 
off of $11,441 38, in Merchandise, an increase of 
$92,110 79, and in Coal an increase of $19,543 79.

From this it will be seen that the gross traffic 
has increased by the sum of £36,912 10s. 7d., as 
Compared with the corresponding half-year of 
1861. It is, however, to be noted that the charge 
of maintenance of way is now less than it was dar- 





The working expenses of the past half-year show 
consequently at the rate of 52°41 per cent. as com- 
pared with 61°92 per cent, in the corresponding 
six months. The locomotive charges are now at 
a lower rate per mile than they have hithérto 
been, and it is satisfactory to find that this reduc- 
tion of expenditure has been carried out notwith- 
standing that five new engines have been added to 
the stock, and that very extensive renewals and 
improvements have been effected in a large num- 
ber of the engines, the whole cost of which has 
been charged to the revenue. A very serious loss 
amounting to the sum of £6,953 15s. 10d, has 
been incurred during the last half-year, owing to 
the depreciated value of the American currency in 
which this Company’s proportion of the through 
rates are paid, and the adverse exchanges at which 
remittances were made. A portion of this loss 
has been jncurred on local traffic from Canada 
going across the froutier to places in the United 
States, For the future it has been proposed to the 
Grand Trunk and Buffalo and Lake Huron Com- 
panies, to require that all freight going from local 
stations in Canada to places in the United States 
should either be prepaid, or upon the property 
being handed over to the connecting lines at the 
frontier, have an addition made to the charges 
equivalent to the premium on gold at the time, 
To adopt the same course with “ through” traffic 
is a more difficult matter, because the charges on 
that business can only be fixed in concert with the 
American competing lines, as well as with those 
connecting with the Great Western. The report 
of the engineer on the state of the road, which 
was submitted to the Proprietors at the general 
meeting in London on April 11, 1861, will have 
prepared them for a large expenditure in renewals, 
The Directors are sorry to observe that the outlay 
deemed absolutely necessary by Mr. Reid during 
the past half-years has exceeded that officer’s esti- 
mate, but the future expenditure on this item will, 
of course, be reduced in proportion tothe charges 
now incurred. The receipts of the Detroit and 
Milwaukee Railroad have continued to increase 
very satisfactorily. The net traffic on that line 
for the year ending June 30th, 1862, amounts to 
$340,897.93c., which is more than sufficient to 
meet the interest for that period on its first and 
second mortgage bonds. The gross traftic receipts 
for 86 weeks from January 1st 1862, show an in- 
crease of £21,153 over those of 1861. Thearrears 
of interest due to the Great Western Company 
for the loans of £250,000 now exceed £100,000. 
The application for a bill to permit of the arrange- 
ments contemplated between the three Canadian 
Railway Companies having, failed to obtain the 
sanction of the Canadian hastens, the whole 
plan in consequence came to an end. No further 
steps will be taken in this matter without first 
consulting the Shareholders. The Directors feel, 
however, that although the actual scheme is aban- 
doned, great benefit has ariseu from its entertain- 
ment, in the proof which the late harmonious 
action has afforded of the great mutual advantages 
sure to result, in Canada especially, from unity in- 
stead of rivalry betwixt neighboring railways. 
The objection to appointing a successor to Mr. 
Brydges having ceased with the bill above referred 
to, the Directors lost no time in publicly advertis- 
ing fora new manager. From amongst the appli‘ 
cants who came forward, they were unanimous in 
selecting Mr. Thomas Swinyard, who had been 
fifteen years in the service of the London and 
North Western Railway, for the appointment, and 
from the unusually high testimonials and charac- 
ter which that gentleman -received from a variety 
of quarters, the Directors believe they have obtain- 
ed in him a most competent officer. Mr. Swinyard 
assumed charge of the line on September 2nd last, 
The Directors have to report that the suit insti- 
tuted by the Commercial Bank of Canada against 
this Company was heard at the assizes at King- 
ston, Canada West, on May 12th and following 
days, and a verdict was given by the jury against 
the Great Western Company, subject to the opi- 
nion of the court upon several points especially 
reserved by the judge as ground of nonsuit. The 








of Queens Bench upon a rule nist, and application 
has also been made for a new trial upon the 
ground of the improper reception of evidence, and 
for misdirection on the part of the judge. The 
arguments were heard on August 28th and 29th, 
and a decision may shortly be expected. In the 
meanwhile the Directors have only to say that 
their legal advisers in Canada continue most con- 
fident in their expectation of a decision in favor 
of this Company. Several difficulties having 
arisen to the completion of the branch line con- 
templated to the oil springs of Eaniskillen, before 
the winter, the board have delayed entering upon 
the matter till next spring, when they hope to 
have a greater experience of the value and require- 
ments of the earth oil district. In the meanwhile 
the necessary surveys have been proceeded witb, 
and the works will be commenced whenever the 
season permits. The grain elevator at Hamilton 
has been rebuilt, and is now in full operation. It 
is a larger and better building than the old one, 
and its cost has been defrayed out of the amount 
standing at the credit. of the insurancefund. The 
accounts of the harvest in Canada are of the most 
satisfactory character, and encourage the hope 
that in spite of the heavy drawbacks attendant 
upon a civil war in the States, the home as well 
as foreign traffic of our district will continue to 
improve.

The Junction Railroad. 

A junction railroad is now being constructed at 
Philadelphia, under the auspices of the Reading, 
Pennsylvania Central and Philadelphia, Wilming- 
ton and Baltimore Railroads. This new road will 
be located on the west bank of the Schuylkill 
river, from Columbia bridge to Gray’s Ferry 
bridge, a distance of about five miles, and will 
unite the Reading road with the Pennsylvania 
Central, and the Philadelphia, Wilmington and 
Baltimore with the Media and West Chester Road. 
From the Columbia bridge it will keep near the 
river on the west side, crossing the Pennsylvania 
Central near the Wire bridge, prssing under Mar- 
ket and Chestnut streets by tunnels, anc termi- 
nating at Gray’s Ferry bridge. This will enable 
freight intended to be transferred from one road 
to another to pass around the city, and thus evade 
the present nuisance of cars by horse-power, 
reducing the expense, and greatly facilitating and 
increasing the business of the Philadelphia termi- 
nus of these roads, At the present time, freight 
coming to the city by one line must be drawn 
through the streets by horse-power, in order to 
reach the locomotives of either of the other lines, 
Freight intended for the southern part of the 
city will be conveyed by means of the junction 
road, across the new iron bridge over the Schuyl.- 
kill near the arsenal, and from thence down Wash- 
ington avenue, thus avoiding the present route by 
mule-power down Broad street. The city will 
thus be surrounded by a locomotive railroad. The 
anticipated cost of the road will be $500,000. It 
is being built by contract, and will be owned 
jointly and equally by the Reading, Pennsylvania 
Central, and Baltimore and Wilmington Roads. 





Appraisement of Lands taken for Railroads: 

RIGHTS OF MINORS. A COURT MUST NOT ONLY 
APPOINT A GUARDIAN OR ATTORNEY, BUT SUCH 
ATTORNEY MUST ACTUALLY APPEAR AT THE AP- 
PRAISEMENT IN ORDER TO CONFER A VALID 
TITLE UPON THE COMPANY. 


An action was brought by one Leman B, Hotch- 
kiss and Lucretia his wife, against the Auburn 
and Rochester Railroad Company to recover the 
undivided half of three and 6-10 acres of land in 
the county of Ontario, occupied by the railroad 
track of this company. The action was com- 
menced in the New York Supreme Court on the 
17th of May 1849, and was tried in February 
1861. 

It appears that one Thaddeus Oaks, of the town 
of Phelps, died in 1824, seized of a farm in that 
town, called the Oak’s farm, embracing the prem- 
ises in question, leaving him surviving, his wife 
Fanny, and two children Nathan and Lucretia; 
that Thaddeus Oaks had owned and possessed 
such farm, and had resided upon it in the town of 
Phelps from the year 1800 until he died. Fanny 
Oaks intermarried with Elias Cost in 1828, Mr. 
Cost died in 1850 and Mrs. Cost in 1851. Lucretia 
Oaks married Leman B. Hotchkiss on the 1st of 
May 1844, and died July 31, 1855, leaving five 
children. Lucretia Hotchkiss was born March 4, 
1824, on the Oaks farm, and lived and resided 
there with her mother until she married Leman 
B. Hotchkiss; and during that time she was only 
temporarily absent at school, at different times in 
1839, 740, and .’41. Her residence was in the tow2

of Phelps from her birth until her marriage, The 
defendant took possession of the premises in 
question, in May 1841, and constructed a railroad 
thereon, by. making excavations and embank- 
ments, and laying and completing the track, and 
soon after, in July 1841, commenced running 
their cars on the road. Ever since taking posses- 
sion the defendant had retained the possession 
and used the land for the purpose of its track and 
the running of its cars, and the operation of the 
said road, holding exclusive possession and claim- 
ing exclusive title, and denying the right of 
Nathan Oaks and Mrs. Hotchkiss, and the plain- 
tiffs to any interest therein. After Cost married 
Mrs. Fanny Oaks, Lucretia lived in their family, 
and during this period Cost sent her to school at 
Albany. She died July 31, 1855, after the com- 
mencement of this suit, leaving five children, all 
under the age of twenty-one years. On the 27th 
of September, 1858, Leman B. Hotchkiss, as ex- 
ecutor of the will of Mrs. Hotchkiss, and the 
children by their father, as guardian, were substi- 
tuted as parties plaintiff in the action in the place 
and stead of the said Lucretia, by an order of the 
court. 

The defendant, at the trial, to establish title in 
itself, introduced evidence of proceedings for the 
appraisement of the premises in question, proposed 
to be taken for the construction and accommoda- 
tion of its railroad as against Nathan and Lucre- 
tia Oaks, under the act to amend the aet for the 
construction of the defendant’s railroad, passed 
April 18, 1838. All the proceedings required by 
the act, including the certificate of location, were 
proved by competent evidence, by the production 
of the originals, or by the record of the same, or 
sworn copies, except the petition, which having 
been lost, and due proof of its loss having been 
introduced, its existence in due form, and also its 
contents and verification, were proved by Amos 
Jones, the judge to whom it was presented, and 
who made the order for drawing the jury &c, 
The notice of the drawing of the jury of appraisers 
required by the 3d section of the act aforesaid 
was served upon Lucretia Oaks, as required by 
that section, by leaving the same, on the 15th of 
February, 1841, at her place of residence in 
Phelps with her mother at the house of Mr. and 
Mrs, Cost, where Lucretia resided; she, at the 
time of such service being absent from home. A 
like notice was served upon her, of the meeting of 
the jury of appraisers on the 6th of March 1841. 

Among the points presented by the plaintiffs 
attorneys was the following: 

That it did not appear that Thomas Smith, the 
person appointed to appear for Mrs, Hotchkiss to 
represent her interests before the appraisers, ap- 
peared before the jury of appraisers at all; but 
the contrary was shown; nor did it appear that a 
hotice of the meeting of appraisers was served on 
Mr. Smith. 

The jury, under the direction of the court, ren- 
dered a verdict in favor of the plaintiffs for an 
equal undivided half of the premises described in 
the complaint, Assessing the damages of the plain- 
tiff for withdrawing the same at $900. An appeal 
was then taken to the Monroe General Term ; 
Which court now hold the point taken by the 
Plaintiff to have been good. That it is indispen- 
sable that some proper person should be appointed 
to appear for an infant before the jury of ap- 


praisers to represent her, and to attend to her in- 
terests on the appraisement. And although an 
attorney is appointed to appear before the jury 
and protect the interests of the infant there, yet 
if he fail to attend before the jury, or to repre- 
sent her interests there, his appointment is miga- 
tory. The statute is not complied with simply by 
making an appointment of an attorney for the in- 
fant owner by the county judge sufficient in form; 
but it is the duty of the railroad company to see 
that some reliable person is appointed who shall 
in fact personally appear before the jury and pro- 
tect the interests of the infant. And until such 
appointment and appearance the jury have no 
jurisdiction to entitle them to proceed to appraise 
land, or the damages for taking the same. 

The court also held tbat upon the death of a 
person seized of real estate, all claim for damages 
done to the estate, and for the rents and profits 
thereof down to that time, go to his executor, and 
belong to the personal estate. Therefore in eject- 
ment by devisees, the plaintiffs are only entitled 
to recover the possession of the premises, with 
damages for withholding the same, and the rents 
and profits thereof, from ‘the time their title to 
such rents and profits accrued. As in this case 
the damages were recovered in gross, the court 
ordered a new trial. The following is that portion 
of the opinion, rendered at the decision of the 
case, relating to the appointment of an attorney 
and his appearance before the appraisers. 


E. Darwin Samira, J.—The aetion is ejectment 
to recover the undivided half of 3 6-10 acres of 
land taken by the defendant, in 1841, and since 
used by it for railroad purposes ; and unites, as is 
allowed by the code, a court for use and profits of 
the land. The title of Lucretia Hotchkiss in her 
life time, to the premises in question, and the 
right of recovery for the same by the present 
plaintiff, is unquestionable, unless such title was 
divested by the proceedings of the defendant to 
acqtire such title, under the acts of 1836 and 
1838, incorporating the deferdant and prescribing 
the manner in which it might acquire title for the 
use of such corporation, independently of the 
questions which arise upon the anti-nuptial agree- 
ment between said Lucretia and the plaintiff 
Leman B. Hotchkiss, and other questions which 
arise upon the defence. The proceedings insti- 
stuted by the defendant before the Hon. Anson 
Jones, county judge of Ontario County, for the 
appointment of a jury of appraisers to assess the 
value of the land required for the construction of 
the defendant’s railroad, in and through the 
County of Ontario, having been admitted in evi- 
dence by the circuit judge, present no question of 
exception on the part of the defendant, except so 
far as such proceedings are held invalid. Such 
proceedings as presented in the evidence, disre- 
garding all other objections made by the plaintiffs 
therto, do present one ground of defect in the 
defendant’s title to said premises, which I think 
entirely unanswerable. Lucretia Hotchkiss was, 
at the time of instituting such proceedings, a 
minor, and was at the time absent from her 
home and domicil—her mother’s house in Phelps 
—attending school in Albany. Conceding that 
the service of the several notices of said proceed. 
ings was properly made upon her, according to 
the provisions of the defendant’s charter as 





amended in 1858, still as she was an infant, it wa 


indispensable that some proper person should be 
appointed by the county judge conducting such 
proceedings, to appear for her before the jury of 
appraisers, to represent her, and attend to her in- 
terests on the appraisement, 

The appointment of Thomas Smith to appear 
before said jury and attend to hey {nterests on 
such appraisement, was sufficient in form, but the 


his entire neglect in any way to appear for, or 
represent her interests before the jury, renders 
such appointment entirely nugatory. The statute 
was not complied with simply by the making of 
an appointment of an attorney for her, by the 
judge, sufficient in form. It was the duty of the 
defendant to see to it that some reliable person 
was appointed, living in the vicinity, who should 
in fact personally appear before the jury and 
attend to and protect her interests, upon such 
proceedings. Until such appointment and appear- 
ance the jury had no jurisdiction of her person, to 
entitle them to proceed to appraise the land, or 
the damages of the said Lucretia, for the taking 
of such land by the defendant. The statute was 
designed to secure the actual attendance of some 
fit person, before the jury, as guardian or attorney, 
to attend personally to the interests of the infant 
upon such appraisement, And without such ap- 
pearance, all the doings of the jury, in the pro- 
ceeding, are entirely unauthorized and void. The 
ti le of the defendant to the property, therefore, 
fails.

Paraffine was the 
lowest priced oil hitherto introduced ; but, for the 
reasons mentioned, it was very far from meeting 
the wants of the public. 

At length, however, a hydro-carbon oil has been 
produced, which possesses all the qualities re- 
quired to render it generally acceptable. It is as 
cheap as parafiine, it burns with a pure and bril- 
liant light, and isas safein use as a common 
candle. This new oil, which is called Cazeline, 
is as white and clear as water, and will burn in 
any paraffine or mineral oi] lamp. The invention 
has been patented, and a company has been 
formed, which is producing the new oil in con- 
siderable quantities. Already a large demand 
exists for this oil, which, we think, is likely to 
supersede all other illuminating agents for general 
use. The company also produces machinery and 
lubricating oils, and substitutes for turpentine, 
which commend themselves to notice by their 
cheapness and superior quality. 

We make no apology for introducing the Caze- 
line oil to the notice of our readers ; for a brilliant 
light is so great an attraction in a home on a Jong 
winter’s evening, that a discovery which places

Stock and Money Market. 

The market for the last week has been quiet, 
in part perhaps owing to the interest felt in the 
election, but it is considered stroug notwithstand- 
ing its apathetic condition. The great problem of 
the hour is still the currency question, and the 
wisest are at fault in their most carefully proposed 
solutions. Gold has risen and fallen alternately, 
and on Wednesday stood at 13037. Exchange is 
quoted at about 14514a146, Government stocks 
have not appreciated nor have many of them 
beev thrown on the market, for as a rule those 
who buy them are able to hold them and bide 
their time. Dutiable demands have had but small 
inquiry, and stand at about 1264, and 7-30s are 
steady at 105a1053g. The ease of the money 
market continues, and the Government has no 
difficulty in getting what it wants, by its power to 
issue paper of some kind when it wants. It is 
believed by many sensible people, that the present 
circulation afloat is none too large for the accom- 
modation of the active business of the country, 
which we must not forget has been increasing in a 
most remarkable manner. We are advancing. 
The: circulation of bank paper and the value of 
our agricultural products and manufactures have 
by no means kept on in equal ratios. This is evi- 
dent from the following figures :

Our railway system has made similar progress, 
In 1850 the mileage constructed was only 8,590, 
at a cost of $296,000,000. In 1860 the mileage 
was 81,196, the cost $1,166,000,000. Did gold 
work these miracles? No, they are the result of 
the genius, the industry, the soil, and the credit 
of the country. These are still our working capi- 
tal, which will carry us through all our present dif- 
ficulties, enable us to pay our national debt, and 
build the Pacific Railroad, the grandest project of 
the age, and one certain to make our commerce 
the most extensive of any on the globe. 

As to exchange, we learn that at the present 

‘ rates, shippers find a profit in their business, since 
they realise good prices abroad in gold, for that 
which they buy at home with paper, which in 
home contracts is the same to them as gold. The 
article shipped bears a profit small or large as the 
case may: be, and when converted abroad is good 
for exchange drawn at a high rate against it, and 
the proceeds of that exchange used by the shipper 
are the same in the discharge of debts and con- 
tracts as gold itself. Ifthe articles exported rose 
in price here in the same ratio as gold, it would 
we admit be a different affair, but it is not.so. In 
most of the material supports of life there is no 
advance. Food, clothing, flour, fruit, fish, vege. 
tables are not much if any advanced in price, nor 
lands, nor houses, nor rent, nor salaries, but the 
contrary. Therefore We are in fact getting a 
decided commercial advantage. This idea is also 
sustained by the fact that our exports are exceed- 
ing our imports. For the last fortnight in this 
city alone they amounted to ten millions of dol- 
lars, while the imports were so much diminished 
as to leave a large balance to our credit abroad. 
How long can this go on without turning the tide 
of gold once more to our own shores ? 

There is also a very cheering view to be taken 
as regards our national finances. An official state- 
ment of Mr. Chase has been generally published, 
which gives the Government debt so far, at about 
six hundred and fifty millions. What will our 
readers think when we inform them, that the pro- 
ceeds of the revenue from the present tariff and the 
direct taxes is already estimated at Washington 
as very likely to reach three hundred millions of 
dollars a year, so far have the results exceeded 
the estimates of our wisest financiers, Our 
national debt is therefore nothing to excite alarm 
noder such a state of things. Let this rebellion 
be put down promptly, and a large reduction in 
our present taxes will be an early duty of the next 
Congress. 

From personal observation we know our manu- 
facturers are doing well, and do not mind the taxes 
they are paying to sustain the national Govern- 
ment. They are over-ruo with work, not only in 
this state but the neighboring states. A recent 
visit to Philadelphia enables us to say of our sister 
city that she has her hands full, and unfortunate- 
ly not hands enough to do all she might. 

Our readers will see that we are of the number 
of those who never despair of the republic, nor for 
a moment doubt its power of recuperation un- 
der any difficulty or danger.

Slipping of Locomotive Wheels. 

Every one knows, we presume, that the wheels 
of a Locomotive Engine frequently slip along the 
rails, either from their moist or greasy condition, 
or.the character of the grade. This is injurious 
both to the Engine and to the rails, for very obvi- 
ous reasons, To remedy this, sand is generally 
sprinkled on the rail, but it is not very efficient, as 
it is easily crushed into dust. We observe that a 
patent has been issued to T. Selleck, of Greenwich, 
Conn., for a material which overcomes this difficul- 
ty successfally, This isa granulation of Frank- 
linite metal, one of the hardest we have, which 
being broken iuto pieces no larger than the head 
of a pin, is spread for a few feet on the rails in 
front of the wheels of the Engine, and thus forms 
a hard and resisting surface which increases the 
friction and the tractive power, and prevents the 
slipping of the wheels, It is obvious that to start, 
and above all to stop an Engine at will, is a great 
desideratum, the latter especially, in moments of 
danger. The simple application of Mr. Selleck 
seems fully to meet these cases, No Engineer 
should therefore be without this article, than 
without his hammer, wrench or jack-screw,

and products, 

As the cultivation of the poppy only requires 
three months and a half inthe year, the remaining 
time can be devoted to raising food, cattle, and 
general agriculture products of the country, and 
particularly raising and curing figs and grapes, in 
the Smyrna and Malaga fashion. With fifteen 
hands, fifteen acres may be put under cultivation 





of the poppy in the run of a fortnight, which at 


Proceeds of the sale of lumber to be retained as: 
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the rate of production per acre, 120 Ibs at $6 per 
Ib. will give $10,800, And this will cost in the 
production not more than a dollar per lb. Thus 
with a hundred hands, ninety acres could be put 
under cultivation, the product of which would be 
10,800 Ibs. of opium. Admitting that the 
laborers thus contracted with, worked but 35 lots 
of ground at the expiration of the first five years, 
the result then would be an annual production of 
3,500 Ibs. of opium for the Company, for the next 
five years at the fixed price of $2 per lb. This 
statement is based on the labor of 20 families only, 
but of course a larger working force would pro- 
duce a larger production in the ratio of that force. 

By the permanent settlement of these laborers, 
the remaining property of the Company would be 
greatly enhanced in value. Besides the opium 
product, the result of only three and a-balf months, 
labor, the agricultural products of the remaining 
part of the year would be valuable, and more than 
enough to meet the expenses of the colony. Ia 
short Mr. Weiss calculates that besides giving a 
new impetus to our trade with the East, by which 
San Francisco and New York would be greatly 
benefitted, it would especially open to the colored 
people desirous of emigrating, a healthy climate, 
regular and certain employment, and a future 
which it is doubtful if they at present could hope 
for any where else. More than this, there is a 
strong probability that if the Colony is founded 
without delay, a large influx of the persecuted 
christians in Turkey would at once emigrate to 
the shores of the Pacific.

Mahanoy and Broad Mountain Railroad. 

A New Source of Coal Supply.—An extension 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad, under 
the title of the ‘‘ Mahanoy and Broad Mountain 
Railroad,” is now supplying Anthracite from the 
second coal field, heretofore accessible by the 
Minebill and Schuylkill Haven Railroad only. 
The new route Jeaves the Schuylkill Valley at 
Port Carbon, and reaches the top of the Broad 
Mountain by heavy grades. The cars are then 
lowered into the Mahanoy Valley by means of an 
inclined plane, where they are attached to locomo- 
tives, which convey them to different collieries on 
both sides of the valley within thirteen miles, viz: 
from Mahanoy city to Ashland, The road passes 
through the Girard lands, owned by the city of 
Philadelphia. 





Lake Superior Mines. 

The product of copper ore by the mines of On- 
tonagon district, during the nine months of 1862, 
ending September 30th, was 3,122 tons 1,149 Ibs., 
and the shipments of refined copper were 1,737 
tons 1,837 lbs. The Quincy mine produced nearly 
one-third of the ore,the Pewabic and Franklin 
each nearly one-fourth, the Isle Royal more than 
one-eighth, while the Huron and Hancock pro- 
duced on 84 and 47 tens respectively. 

Upwards of 100,000 tons of iron ore have been 
shipped from the Lake Superior region this season.

Te Financial Strength of the People and 
the Government. 

The statement in our last Crrcuar in refer- 
ence to the amount of the national debt, even 
if approximately correct, will tend greatly to 
relieve apprehension as to the probable finan- 
cial embarrassment of the Government. The 
amount is small compared with debts that have 
been contracted at different epochs in our 
history. It is now about $30 per head of the 
population of tke loyal States. It was very 
nearly the same, per head, at the formation of 
Government, and at the close of the war of 
1812. Both of these debts were borne and 
paid off without inconvenience or complaint, 
and neither constituted, nor were regarded as 
grounds for apprehension and alarm. 

Since the period last named—1812—there 
has been an extraordinary change in the pro- 
ductive capacity of society which in ratio to 
its numbers has immensely increased its wealth 
and its means of defraying large public burdens. 
The ratio of this increase would be a most 
interesting and instructive theme, but quite too 
broad for our space, or for the manner in which 
we discuss questions of public concern. It is 
enough to say that, since 1812, the greater por- 
tion of the discoveries and inventions that ab- 
ridge labor, or have added to the number of 
articles entering into domestic economy, have 
been made. The cost and price of many ar- 
ticles of prime necessity, such as iron, clothing 
and fabrics of all kinds have been reduced, all 
the way from 25 to 75 percent. One reason 
that food has not declined in a similar ratio is 
the enormously increased demand, growing out 
of the increased ability to purchase and con- 
sume. For the production of food, certain con- 
ditions may be said to be constant quantities— 
such as area or space, and variety or quality 
of soil. The product, with the highest culture, 
is limited to a certain rate per acre; but in 
the manufacturing of iron or clothing, a single 
county either in England or America could sup- 
ply the world. ‘The amount of production be- 
ing not at all dependent upon space, but to 
richness and abundance of coal, ore, population 


and facilities for transportation. Every simplifi- , 


cation of a process inures in part to the benefit 
of the producer. Hence the enormous increase 
of wealth of the manufacturing classes, although 
the prices of their fabrics may have been re- 
duced to one-quarter those paid a few years a 
go. Within a few years, scientific invention 
has done as much for agriculture as for the 
mechanic arts, yet there has been uo reduction 
in the price of food. ‘The demand increases so 
fast as to maintain prices notwithstanding the 
greatly’ reduced cost of production. In the 
countries of Europe owing to the rapid increase 
of population upon an already over-crowded 
soil, and to the progress of manufacturing 
towns, the area devoted to agriculture is yearly 
becoming less and less. In this country from 
the progress of our settlements, it is daily be- 
coming greater and greater. The amount of 
production increases not only in ratio to the 
improved processes used, but, unlike that of 
Europe, in ratio to the increase of our popula- 
tion. 

The United States, consequently, have this 
great advantage over other nations, that they 
get the full benefit of the improvements that 
abridge, or add to the profits of, the labor of 
the greater portion of its population. A bushel 
of wheat is raised in the West, and sent to 
market at one-quarter the cost of its produc- 
tion and transportation a few years ago. Yet 
notwithstanding this reduced cost, a higher 
price is obtained. 

With all our facilities and improvements, 
our production can hardly keep paee with the 
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demand from other countries. The increased 
profits ot labor and capital devoted to agricul- 
ture, consequently, are enormous. The case 
of England would be similar to our own if she 
could get, with the reduced cost of production, 
the prices of a half century ago. It isseasy to 
see, that in such event she would soon swallow 
up the world. But in the production of food, 
whatever is saved by improved methods goes 
directly into the pockets of our people, and 
must continue to do so for an indefinite period. 
We can hardly imagine a state of things that 
will reduce prices below the average of the 
past three or four years. 

It is this extraordinary productiveness of 
labor devoted to agriculture, which is the 
source of the prosperity which we witness on 
every hand in the North,.and which is most 
strikingly illustrated in the increased earnings 
and value of the railroad property. Never at 
any previous period was the internal commerce 
of the country so vast and active. The earnings 
of our railroads are fully 25 per cent. greater 
than ever before known. The movement of 
freight is, probably, fully-50 per cent. greater, 
as every year, from the new economies and im- 
provements introduced, reduces the cost and 
charges of transportation. 

The basis of all this prosperity are the pro- 
ducts of agciculture. Ail other interests rise 
or fall with this. But this great interest in 
the United States, unlike that in other coun- 
tries, is capable of almost indefinite expansion. 
Our people have occupied only a small portion 
of our wide domain. It is characteristic alone 
of the United States that the most complicate 
and elaborate machines used in agriculture can 
be employed with the same advantage in the 
West, the first year that the soil is broken, as 
in any subsequent one. The general surface of 
the country is so uniform, and the soil so friable 
and homogeneous, that no work of preparation 
whatever is necessary to adapt it to the use of 
mechanical contrivances. Hence production is 
not as in other countries, mainly in ratio to 
population but to capital employed. Thesame 
amount of manual labor in the grain-growing 
districts will now cultivate and. secure five 
times the area that it could ten ‘years ago. 
The productive capacity of the nation has, con- 
sequently been increased very nearly in the 
same ratio. 

Among the other results of this profitable 
cultivation of the soil, has been the extraordi- 
nary advance in the value of all kinds of rail- 
road proper ty, due mainly to increased earnings. 
The advance within the year in the market 
value of the Railroad securities dealt in at the 
New York Stock Exchange, has been fully 100 
per cent.! The prices at its commencement 
were depressed far below their actual value; 
still after all the disappointments suffered, the 
extraordinary earnings of the present year 
Were necessary to inspire renewed confidence 
by demonstrating beyond cavil the value of the 
investments in our public works. This assur- 
ance is of the utmost value, not only to the 
people, but still more so to the government in 
the evidence it furnishes of their wealth and 
Tesources.—Hallett’s Financial Circular.
